LIMA (UPU — A lake high 
in the Andes has burst its 
dams weakened by the worst 
earthquake* in Peru’s history 
Sunday and the waters swept 
away the towns ol Yungay 
and Caras, the Peruvian 
government said Tuesday. 

There was no estimate of 
the number of victims from 
the new disaster, but the 
towns had a total population 
of 40,000, Augusto Zimmer¬ 
man. director of the National 
Information Office, said that 
the quake death toll could 
reach 30,000.

It was the biggest natural 
disaster Peru had suffered. 

“The Llanganuco Lake has 
burst its dams and Yungay 
and Cara* have disappeared."

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Suddenly the Crystal Is Sound 


"nVERSENCE THE CITY OF VICTORIA inber- 
ited^fhe Crystal Garden from the CPE to 1985 
ratepayers have been subjected to an endless series 
of warnings by a succession of city aldermen, 
officials and consultants that the building is so 
structurally unsound that it is economically 
unworthy of any further expenditure for main¬ 
tenance or rehabilitation. ' 

Suddenly it has been discovered that the 
building is “in excellent shape” — so excellent, in 
fact, that the city council last week approved a 
$3,700 study into the feasibility of converting it 
into a convention centre- 

One council member — Aid. Tom Christie -— 
at least had the frankness to admit that be was 
puzzled over this Incredible reversal of opinion, it 
was not too long ago,” he said, “when I was told in 
this chamber that The building was unsafe and just 
about collapsing. Now it’s sound. I don’t 
understand this at all.” 

In reply to Aid. Christie, Aid. Clyde Savage, 
the main council proponent of the Crystal Garden 
convention centre idea, reported that he had had 
the city engineer’s assurance that the Crystal 
Garden was basically structurally sound. 

The contradiction of the various descriptions 
of the building’s condition, he said, was probably 
because the city had been anxious to get rid of it 
If Aid. Savage's explanation is true it carries 
with It some extremely serious bnplications 
involving not only the previous city council but also 
some of the city's senior officials. 

It suggests, for one thing, that the public has 
been deliberately misled into believing that the 
Crystal Garden is in an advanced stage of 
deterioration when — if Aid. Savage is right — It 
is not. 

A check-back on the files shows that the fate 
of the Crystal Garden has been in question ever 
since it reverted to the city on Jan. 1,1965, when 
the CPR declined to renew its lease on the city- 
owned property on which It is located. 

Under the terms of. the agreement the Garden 
was to have been handed over in sound working 
order. However, some weeks later city councillors 


were advised by its engineers that tba building was 
to shaky condition. 

to 1967 after a number of careful examina¬ 
tions of the building engineers reported that it 
would coat more t^an $350,000 to bring the 
Garden up to minimum safety standards, $568,000 
for a major overhaul and $750,000 to completely 
modernise the building- 

It was these figures that triggered the then 
city council’s view that a new swimming pool 
should be built. Aid. Hugh Ramsay, who was 
chairman of the recreation committee at that time, 
had this to say on the subject: .. there isn’t 
much point In putting dose to $600,000 (the cost 
of a major overhaul) into the Crystal Garden when 
for $750,000 we can get a brand new facility." 

In 1968 council finally reached Its decision to 
pass the death sentence on the Crystal Garden and 
to build a new pod. Aid. Percy Frampton was 
chairman of the recreation committee that year 
and it was he who assured the public that the 
Garden would be kept going until the new facility 
was ready. No fixed price was set for the 
replacement but it was generally believed, 
according to reports of that time, that the total 
cost would be in the neighborhood of $750,000. 

And now here we are in 1970. The previous 
city council’s decision has been activated and a new 
swimming pool is well under construction. Progress 
has obviously been made but It has been made at a 
cost of $1,000,000 more than the original figure of 
$750,000 set by city council and at a loss erf one of 
the city’s most attractive neighborhood parks. 

If this isn’t enough to disturb ratepayers then 
surely Aid. Savage’s latest revelation should be. If 
it now develops that the Crystal Garden is in 
excellent shape and structurally sound then surely 
the necessity for replacing it with a $1,749,179 (to 
date) building did not arise at the time the 
previous city council made its decision. 

The public is ratified to know if Aid. Savage's 
statement as to why the Crystal Garden was 
abandoned, is based on fact If It is. then he Is doing 
nothing less than accusing the previous city council 
of wilfully hoodwinking the public.

Brazil’s coffee Industry — the largest In the 
world — is threatened by a fungus which wiped 
out the coffee industry of the Indian empire a 
century ago. 

Hie fungus hu already Infected hundreds of 
millions of trees In about 70,000 square miles of- 
Esplrlto Santo, Bahia and Minas Gerais states. 

Frederick Wellman, one of the world’s top 
plant pathologists, who was Invited to Brazil to 
advise local officials, says the fungus Is "The worst 
agricultural blow the western hemisphere has ever 
suffered.” 

The Brazilian government has made available , 
40,000,000 new cruzeiros (about $9,000,000) to 
fight the fungus. The Brazilian Coffee Institute, 
after consulting world experts, is lining up 
scientists and coffee workers to begin the battle. 

The fungus, hemlleia vastatrix (known In 
English as rust) has not yet reached the great 
coffee plantations of the southern states of Parana 
and Sao Paulo. But Wellman says it has such a 
firm hold in the northern states it is "virtually 
certain It will In time.” 

Mass Destruction 

In a race to gain time, Brazil will soon begin 
work on a “security belt” 30 miles wide and 
stretching 250 miles inland from north of Rio de 
Janeiro to Belo Horizonte. 

Every one of mflHons of coffee trees In this 
belt wW be destroyed. Some will be bulldozed and 
burned, but much of the area la hilly and flame 
throwers may be used. 

Already, scientists are producing sprays to 
protect trees in the south and others are hurrying 
the proliferation of rust-resistant trees. 

Brazil’s coffee industry is so vast, however, it 
would take years to replace all the trees, says Jose 
Maria Sebastiao, one of the country’s experts- 
Sebastiao says there are more than 2,300,000,000 
coffee trees in Brazil. 

Contagion Feared 

In the affected aim, there are 560,000,000 
though not all have been hit.‘Heavy traffic 
between the north and soutl) of BrszD makeii It 
almost impossible to stop Bie disease moving 
south. 

Other countries in South and Central America 
■re watching Brazil's campaign anxiously. Coffee 
h a vital part of the economy of IaUb American 
states and there seems nothing can be done to 
prevent the rust spreading. 

The infestation has stunned Brazil. It is the 
first time rust has ever been found here. Tests 
indicate some trees have had it two to three years, 
and some perhaps as long as five. 

Why was it not spotted before? “We’ve never 
had it and we weren’t looking for it,” one senior 
official said. 

The disease is a terrible blow to Brazil. Despite 
recent industrialization, coffee is still the biggest 
industry, employing 6,000,000 people. It is also the 
greatest foreign currency earner. 

Stocks Depleted 

The Brazilian coffee industry is already 
staggering from four bad years, including a record 
frost which halved last year’s crop. For four years, 
export commitments and home needs have been 
made up partly from stockpiles, but stocks are 
running low, especially in the higher grades world 
markets demand. 

Scientists say the fungus has a history of 
devastation. A century ago it was found on coffee 
trees in Ceylon, which was at that time the centre 
of the world’s coffee industry. 

All attempts to eombat It failed. Trees lost 
their leaves, the crop shrank and trees died- The 
rich planters were ruined and the great Orient 
Bank went broke. 

The destruction of the oriental coffee 
plantations paved the way for Brazil to become the 
world’s greatest coffee producer. 

And the substitution of the coffee trees of 
Ceylon and India with tea plantations made the 
British the world’s moat celebrated tea drinkers.

temperature of the Earth has decreased by about one half a 
degree, a most unexpected result. 

Suggest lore have been made that toe recent decrease In 
global temperature Is due to an activity which is increasing 
even faster than the generation of carbon dioxide — the 
production of global atmospheric pollution in the form of tiny 
particles of dirt produced by urban, industrial, and perhaps 
agricultural activity, These particulates block sunlight from 
reaching the surface of the Earth, and could be responsible 
for the recent cooling that has occurred. 

The current small change which the climate Is 
undergoing is by no means toe first even in toe time of 
recorded history. In fact, our present climate Is only a little 
over 100 years dd. 

Ten thousand years ago. the glaciers were retreating 
north across North America and the rest of the north 
temperate pone. Twenty thousand yean ago, a sheet of ice up 
to two miles thick reached tram the Atlantic to toe Pacific 
Ocean, so heavy that it tilted down toe north part of the 
continent. This, the last Ice Age, was but one small part of a 
pattern which reaches back into time a billion years.

Several of the more future-oriented members of the 
scientific community have recently reported that man may 
soon be able to modify the climate of his own closed, limited 
life support system — toe Earth. 

By climate, scientists mean the trends of the atmosphere 
— the long-term averages of the daily weather. The yearly 
rainfall is part of the dimate, but toe rainfall today is part at 
the weather. So the scientists' prediction goes beyond weather 
modification, which has already been tried by everyone from 
rain dancers to cloud seeders. 

The climate anywhere hi the world depends in large part 
on the climate everywhere else. In the long term, our whole 
atmosphere and the oceans set as one closely tied system. 
Hus means that work!-wide climate modification requires s 
large-scale, long-term effort, and aa yet, no deliberate large 
climate modification experiments have been tried. 


If thi* country is to survive, 
if it is to maintain Ha 
dynamism and progress, at¬ 
tention must be paid to that 
■feeling. 

The vital fact Is that the

engineering has produced

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However, lack of attempt Is more a result of technical 
difficulties than of any inherent reluctance on the part of 
society to support such efforts. On the contrary, some 
proposals that were once regarded as idle dreams are now 
realistic possibilities. 

There fa, for example, the Russian plan to dam three 
great Siberian riven now flowing Into the Arctic Ocean — the 
Pechora, Yenirei and Ob — and use their waters to Irrigate 
dry regions in southern Russia.

According to thr plan, 
the Congo River would be damned at Stanley Canyon, 
creating two enormous lakes in the middle of the African 
continent.

It 
we are, there will probably be another major cooling and 
glacial advance within the next 10,000 years. 

The message written between the line* In this long 
history is that the planetary dlrqate is not a constant, stable 
phenomenon. 

Today the world is perched so close to toe edge at 
starvation that even small decreases in the agricultural 
productivity of temperate latitudes, for climatic <r other 
reasons, can lead to wide-spread famine. The majority of 
mankind is already dependent upon a stable or improving 
climate, and everyday we become more dependent upon K to 
help force toe last ton of food production out of the land to 
feed the swelling ranks of humanity.

Even if we had available the resources of the world to 
stabilize the climate, we would not know what to do other 
than to buy time by minimizing our perturbing activities. 
Much more research is needed to develop a sound basis for 
large-scale understanding and possibly control. 


The takes would have a combined area smaller than an 
ocean but a dozen times as large as all of the North 
American great lakes put together. These takes would then 
food fresh irrigation water to the dry desert regions of North 
Africa. Once again, the effect an the global climate is 
unknown. 

A somewhat more modest scheme, proposed as the basis 
for the 100 billion dollar North America water and power 
alliance, calls for the damming of several river* In the 
United States and Canadian Northwest, and the subsequent 
diversion of 33 .trillion gallons at irrigation water each year 
(enough to cover all at New Mexico to a depth of over a foot) 
into the arid southwestern United States and northern 
Mexico. Climatic effect — unknown. 

These proposals are still the dreams of those who might 
profit by them; the nightmares of many who fear massive 
changes of the environment. But unintentional "experiments" 
with the climate have been conducted by man, at least since 
the beginning at this century, with noticeable results. 
Moreover, the source of these climate disturbances is 
continually increasing. 


Unfortunately, the amount of research now going into 
studies at the climate is very small compared with the size of 
the problem. Only as the citizenry develops a real interest In 
our planetary life-support system will the necessary impetus 
arise for first understanding the problem, and then acting. 

The way we deal with’each other and our environment in 
the next 100 years will go a long way toward settling the 
issue of whether or not there is indeed intelligent life on 
earth. 
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Since man has shown such a perpetual inclination for 
altering his environment, perhaps it would be worthwhile to 
understand bow the effects of our recent inadvertent fiddling 
question in particular stands out: Just how stable or 
with the climate came about before we fiddle further. One 
susceptible to change fa our seemingly eternal climate T Just 
how forgiving Is mother nature? 

In the first 2.000,000 years that man of one sort or 
another has lived on Earth, he changed the environment only 
in his own neighborhood. Then, about 1900, the world 
population became large enough and mechanized enough that 
a new and widespread eqvironmentol change began to be 
produced. 

Machine age man obtained the power he needed for his 
machines from Jfae heat of burning fuel, primarily coal. When 
corf or any rrtber fuel bums, the carbon in It oorobines with 
oxygen from toe atmosphere to produce carbon dioxide. 
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Unlike the poisonous carbon monoxide, carhon dioxide Is a 
stable, dear, odorless gas which plants need to grow and, in 
small amounts, is not harmful to members of toe animal 
kingdom. 

Hie 300 parts per million of carbon dioxide in the 
atmosphere also helps to keep the Earth warm by trapping 
some at toe heat which the warm surface of the Earth 
radiates as infra red energy back toward the cold of outer 
apace, while not stopping very much of the visible Incoming 
sunlight. 

When wood was man’s principal fuel, the carbon dioxide 
produced in burning was about equal to the carbon dioxide 
used up in the growing of new trees, with the net result being 
no atmospheric carbon dioxide added or subtracted. But 
■round 1900, as a result at the continually increasing use at 
coal, the amount at carhon dioxide in the whole atmosphere 
began to increase noticeably — just a little. 

By 1940. the a tm os p heric carbon dioxide concentration 
had increased by about 10 per cent, and toe average 
temperature of the whale Eartfahad increased by almost one 
degree Fahrertorft.

Canada, Denmark in Split Over Salmon 


MOSCOW (UPI) - Russian 
cosmonauts orbiting Earth on 
the Soviet*' flrat manned 
spacathot in seven month* 
Tuesday began experiment* 
that madlcal space sources 
aaid may ha among the most 
important ever made. 

The oommandsr of the two- 
man Soyuz S flight, Col. 
Andrian Nikolayav, “began 
experiment* linked with the 
Investigation of human peculi¬ 
ar! tie* aa an element of the 
control system In different 
dynamic operations/' the 
Soviet new* agency Taas 
reported. 

* * * 

Also aboard was rookie 
cosmonaut Vitaly Sevastia- 
nov. 35. 

The sources aaid the major 
objective of the flight was to 
seek answers to the problem 
of keeping man alive and 
working efficiently In the 
hostile environment of space. 

Their tint full working day 
began at 2 p.m. before the 
craft returned to the area of 
direct radio communication 
with the Soviet Union, Tass 
said. 

They shifted their space¬ 
craft into a new mbit, with a 


perigee of 132 mites and 
apogee of IK miles, more 
elliptical than their original 
Olght path. 

The change was made in 
the fifth orbit. 

By 6:33 p.m., about two 
horns after direct radio con¬ 
tact had been resumed, the 
two-compartment craft had 
orbited the earth 14 times. 


The cosmonauts observed 
and measured geogra p hical 
features on the surface of the 
Earth, which the Soviets hope 
eventually to put to economic 
use, and also analyzed fag¬ 
ging on the portholes caused 
by thr- jet engines, Tass said. 

During a broadcast session 
with ground control at Bai¬ 
konur, the cosmonauts were 
read a message at greeting 
from U.S. astronaut Neil 
Armstrong, they sent back a 
message of thanks. 

Source* aaid Armstrong 
sent the message by radio 
hookup from the cosmonauts' 
Star City compound on the 
edge of Moscow late Monday 
night. Armstrong had been 
visiting the cosmonaut* as 
guest of honor at a banquet 


whejn the Soyuz 9 launch was 
announced. He watched the 
blastoff on television and was 
told It was in his honor. 

Besides eating four meals, 
the Soyaa B spacemen took 
their blood preaaurea during 
tie day.

TORONTO — When he met 
his audden death Tuesday at the 
Goodwood race track In Eng- 1 
land, Bruce McLaren was test- 1 
ing his newest creation — a ] 
race car that his crew Jokingly ' 
referred to as foe "Batmobfle.” 

They did ao because foe new 
McLaren “group 7” oar has 
■weeping fins which give It a 1 
futuristic look that could, in¬ 
deed, be appealing to someone : 
like Batman. 

There were two Batmobile*, I 
and both were to see service 
June IS44 at foe first event of 
foe Canadian-American Chal¬ 
lenge Clip series at Mosport. 

Tbe burden at testing both 
can fall to foelr designer and 
builder, Bruce McLaren, who 
also was one of the world's 
great race d r 1 v e r a. Denis 
Hulme, McLaren'a teammate 
and usual teatdriver, is still 
recovering from severely 
burned hands which he suffered 
during an accident while trying 
to qualify for foe Indianapolis 
500. 

CONFLICTING REPORTS ” 

There were conflicting reports 
on how the accident happened. 
Oae said his engine blew up and 
he then slammed into an earth 
bank. Another version had it 
that McLaren spun out of 
control and hit the bank and 
that the new vehicle foe MD8, 
then exploded. 

The car was travelling about 
MD miles an hour at the time. 

McLaren was dragged clear 
of foe wreck but was dead on 
arrival at Chichester Hospital 

RATED OAK HIGHLY 
McLaren was optimistic about 
foe Batmobile. 

At foe Indy 500 be told 
Toronto Star reporter Frank 
Orr that the cars looked “real 
good.” 

He rated them two miles an 
hour better than foe cars he and 
Huhne drove during the 1M9 
Can-Am season when they 
swept to victory in all 11 races. 
McLaren won six and Hulme 
five. 

"Group 7” is often called foe 
"unlimited” class In auto rac¬ 
ing. The cars muat have bodies 
which cover foe chassis and 
wheels, but they are unre¬ 
stricted as to weight and engine 
size. 

The car McLaren was driving 
when be crashed could deliver 
in excess of 750 b u rs e p o w e r with 


its 506 cubic-inch Chevrolet V8 
motor. 

After h is overwhelming 
master of tha Can-Am last year 
aa a driver and designer, there 
were rumors that McLaren 
wtwld retire from driving and 
oenoentrake on designing. 

Last week he told Orr that he 
hadn’t "thought much about it.” 
HECTIC FEAR 

"This has been a hectic year 
for ua with Can-Am, Indy and 
formula one projects on the 
go,” be said. “Money has been 
pouring out like we had an 
unlimited suppply.” 

Rod Campbell, a Can-Am 
publicist, said it was expected 
that Peter Gethin, a young 
English raoer, will drive foe 
remaining McLaren car in foe 
Mosport race if Hulme ia not 
recovered from his injuries. 

"The death of McLaren won't 
mean the eixi of the Mclsuen 
car,” he said. “There are 40 


people in that organization and f 
they'll be here " 

Mcfftien hit foe racing head¬ 
lines bi his native New Zealand 
when he was 20 and gained a 
scholarship to drive in England 
and Europe as foe most promis¬ 
ing driver of foe year. 

In hi* first outing in Britain, 1 
he equalled Stirling Moss' lap 
record in foe grand prix at 
Aintree. 

He reached foe top in his 
sport despite a horse-riding 
accident when he was 10 that 
left his left leg two inches 
shorter than his right. 

McLaren was recognized as 
one of foe safest drivers in the 
■port. He was a member of the 
Canadian Racing Drivers As¬ 
sociation and campaigned 
widely in Canada. 

The accident happened just 
before the Royal Automobile 
Club was to announce its award 
I to McLaren of foe Sen grave

The Men Who Count 


Earlier this season I gave detailed 
instructions on how to start begonia 
bulbs into growth, together with some 
notes on the classes and varieties of 
these lovely plants, so useful for 
providing color in the shaded portions of 
the garden. 

I feel It is about time now to provide 
same notes on their subsequent care. 

Begonias are not difficult to manage, 
and if given a tew small attentions they 
should provide gorgeous blooms In those 
problem beds and planters around the 
north aide of the house. 

They should also develop same nice 
bulbs for lifting and storing this fall. 

These plants do best in rather cool 
conditions. They appreciate a little 
morning sunlight, but should have some 
shade during the hottest part of the 
day. A fairly thick mulch over the 
surface of the bed between the plants 
will help create ihe cool, moist, woodsy 
conditions they favor. Half-rotted com¬ 
post or ordinary pent moss make good 
mulching materials.

Except for the very dwaft multi flora 
kinds, the {Hants tend to become a bit 
tail and floppy as the season progresses 
and will need some support. Thin 
bamboo canes are good, placed as 
unobtrusively as possible, and by hook¬ 
ing the leaves around such a cane, no 
tying should be necessary-

home, begonias are accustomed ta 
considerable atmospheric humidity, and 
our air is inclined to be a little on the 
dry side fra- them. For this reason, it is 
« good idea to treat your plants to a 
misty overhead spray at clear water In 
the evening following a hot, dry day. 
Don’t worry about wetting the foliage or 
the floaters — it won't hurt them in the 
least. 

Watering the roots can be a bit 
tricky, for the begonia Is a shallow 
rooter and it isn’t easy to maintain an 
even, only-just-moist ooodition in such 
■hallow soil; this is why a surface 
mulch is so useful and effective.

But aditie begonias should never be 
allowed to become bone dry, by the 
same token they cannot tolerate a 
soggy, waterlogged soil. It is a fairly 
common thing for over-watered plants 
to develop brown patches in the leaves, 
caused by a lack of air in a too-wet soil. 

The feeding of begonias is somewhat 
critical too, but here the plant co¬ 
operates by putting up signals to 
Indicate whether it is getting too much 
or too little to est. 

Undersized leaves and an abnormally 
pale green color Is a sure sign of 
malnutrition, while a bluish or purplish 
tinge in the lesf indicates s touch of 
indigestion from overfeeding. 

As I have mentioned before, begon¬ 
ias seem to have a special fondness for 


seafood in their diet, which is rather 
peculiar In natives of inland tropical 
mountainsides. Fortunately, tiiere is no 
lack of fertilizers which have their 
origin In the sea: tome good ones are 
alginure liquid seaweed, liquid fish and 
liquid blue whale. Apply In water, 
mixing according to the directions an 
the label, or perhaps a little weaker and 
a little oftener than the recommended 
dosage.

As each of the big double male 
blossoms develops, you will notice his 
insignificant little single-flowered wife 
alongside; some blooms are polygamous 
and have two wives. 

These female blossoms, pach with a 
triangular ovary or embryo seed pod 
just behkxl the flower, contribute 
nothing to the display. Their function is 
to make seed, and as any seeds formed 
must be at the expense of the bulb, so 
these smsU single flowers should be 
nipped out as they appear. 

Begonias seldom need Spraying, as 
bugs don’t seem to be overly fond tf the 
tough leaves. The tubers, though, are 
often invaded by soil grubs and larvae, 
and it is good insurance to give the 
plants an occasional deep watering with 
dtazinon emulsion, two tablespoonfuls 
per gallon and about two cupfuls per 
Plant- poured around the roots at a time 
when the soil is already damp to a good 
depth.

• Massive federal aid to 
encourage housing, private 
and public. 

• R ecommendations for 
effective pollution control. 

Robert Andras, federal min¬ 
ister responsible for housing, 
said in Ottawa Monday a 
national urban policy was the 
subject of “intense discus¬ 
sions” among his colleagues 
at the moment, but he 
declined to explain wtiai those 
policies were.

Child Care Exemption Urged

WINNIPEG (CP l - A 
woman doing volunteer com¬ 
munity work valuable to 
society should have income- 
tax exemptions for child care 
in toe same manner as a 
woman working in an office, 
a delegate to the annual 
meeting of toe National Coun¬ 
cil of Women of Canada said 
Tuesday. 

Mrs. H. J. Loewen of 
Winnipeg told conference 
delegates that in doing vol¬ 
unteer work she has to pay 
for toe coat ’of care for her 
children. 

I think t^at what I am 
doing in society and in my 
home is an important job and 


I feet I have every right to 
deduct the coat of child care 
from my income tax." she 
volunteers are disappearing in 
society ia because of the coats 
of child care.” 

Mrs. Loewen was speaking 
on a resolution dealing with 
federal proposals for tax 
reform which sparked discus¬ 
sion about day care generally. 

The council, comiweed of 
federated societies represent¬ 
ing women across Canada, 
voted some support for 
federal tax-reform proposals. 

By increasing basic income- 
tax exemptions, allowing 
child-care exemptions and re¬ 
jecting the concept of the 
family unit for income-tax 


purposes, the federal govern¬ 
ment's white paper on tax 
reform was "moving in the 
right direction in these 
Areas.” 

The white paper projioaes to 
permit the deduction of child¬ 
care expenses where both 
parents work or where lliere 
is only one parent. Amounts 
would be deductible up to $500 


for a child under age 14, or 
$2,000 a family and would 
have to, be supported by 
receipts. 

The council also passed a 
resolution expressing tta deep 
concern about all aspect* of 
pollution and pledged to work 
U* eliminate it. 

It plans to urge the federal 
government to ensure that 


"dangerous chemicals'* are 
removed from detergents.

Wind Probe Raises No Dust 


There has been no official action taken on a 1968 
study indicating inaccurate wind speed reports issued 
by Vancouver weather office, the meteorologist who 
conducted the study said this week. t 

The research, done because* of repeated reports 
from fishermen and tugboat operators working off 
the exposed coast of Vancouver Island that winds in 
the Immediate offshore area were frequently 
stronger than weather office warnings had suggested, 
indicating that offshore winds are between 18 and 26 
per cent stronger than in exposed land stations. 

* * * 

"The forecasters have read the report and I 
guess they’re trying to take it into account,” said the 


meteorologist, H- W. Raynor. "It's all subjective, 
though. There’s no objective method such as 
upgrading the winds by 20 per cent” 

He said further studies win have to be completed 
to confirm his work before more concrete action can 
be taken. 

* * * 

"My report is significant but although it was 
almost a year (In duration), that's not very long 
when you’re dealing with weather.” 

Raynor said no further work can be done now 
until another place can be found offshore from which 
meteorological measurements can be taken.

PORT ALBERNI — A 
petition by residents of the 
Craig Street area, near the 
new >Ct. KUtaa junior high 
■ehoolf for relocation of a 
parking lot was rejected by 
Albemi Valley school board 
Monday night. 

“What's so bad about a 
parking tot?” asked several 
trustees. 

H owever the board decided 
to instruct the engineer to 
draw up alternative plana 
which would drop the parking 


lot by about three feet, 
screening It more effectively 
from bouses across the street. 

The lot in question is not 
the main p ar k ing area but is 
designed for about 40 
teacher's cars. 

A 12-foot wide planter, the 
length of the lot, would 
provide an additional screen 
between the sidewalk and the 
actual parking area, the dele¬ 
gation was told. 

When some delegation 
members commented that the 


school board should go ahead 
and spend a lima money — 

"after all, we're the tax¬ 
payers” — board members 
feR' the group didn't asder- 
stand the situation. 

"Even If wa were willing to 
spend additional money, and 
you were willing ta pay it, 
there are such things as 
shared costs, and the depart¬ 
ment simply won't go for it,” 
chairman Jack Whittall ex¬ 
plained. 

A suggestion was made that 
the parking lot be located off 
Tebo Rd Instead of an Craig. 

The delegation was told 
future plans called for the 
extension o I Tebo Road, 
which would eventually run 
through to Cherry Croak Road 
to become what trustees 
called "a main thoroughfare." 

Also, It was stated, the 
property on which the school 
was built was partly owned 
by the school board sod partly 
by the city. 

Joint development of the 
grounds, was planned, pro¬ 
viding a soccer field and a 
track, said trustees. The 
school could not be re-situated 
because of a main water line 
which ran across the pro¬ 
perty.

B.C. 

Home Closed 

Unit head Mr*. Jeanne 
Allen said Tuesday: "Because 
we cannot take out elderly to 
the community, we would like 
the community to come and 
see what we do in extended 
care.” 

Mrs. Allen has often been 
described as toe soul of the 
unit which she has guided for 
toe last year. It opened in 
June with 17 patients, most of 
whom came from toe Salva¬ 
tion Army home at Cobble 
Hill which closed then. 

There are still 17 patients 
(here although the care which 
Mrs. Allen and her staff have 
provided enabled three of the 
original patients to be dis¬ 
charged. 

Group Therapy 

Except tor one, all the 
patients can get up and many 
take part in various activities 
at the unit's comm onroom . 
Twice a week, one of the 
boip ital’s physiotherapists 
conducts group therapy and 
twice a week members of toe 
senior wontn'i auxiliary 
carry out divertional therapy. 

"They are wonderful, these 
women," said Mrs. Allen. 

The ages of patients range 
from 61 to 97. When the first 
arrived at the unit, only a few 
were able to help themselves. 
Most were bed-ridden and 
some wer unable to feed 
themselves. But they have 
improved considerably with 
the attention they are given 
by toe staff. 

Serrice Held 

There is a non-denomination 
service twice a month and 
nearly every month entertain¬ 
ment is provided by a char 
from Duncan branch of the 
Old Age Pensioners' Organi¬ 
zation. Mrs. Alien says that a 
year ago neither of those 
activities would have been 
feasible. 

Efforts are being made to 
have a 50-bed unit built next 
to toe hospital because hospi¬ 
tal and civic officials feel 
there Is an urgent need for 
mare extended care facilities 
in the Cowichan Valley.

Residents Protest Parking Lot 


PORT ALBERNI - A 
petition by residents of the 
Craig Street area, near the 
new Mt. Klitsa junior high 
school, for relocation of a 
parking lot was rejected by 
Alberni Valley school board 
Monday night. 

"What's so bad about a 
parking krt?" asked several 
trustees. 

However the board decided 
to instruct the engineer to 
draw up alternative plans 
which would drop the parking 
lot by about three feet, 
screening it more effectively 
from houses across tha street. 

The lot in question is not 


the main parking area but is 
designed for about 40 
teacher's cars. 

A 12-foot wide planter, the 
length of the lot, would 
provide an additional screen 
between the sidewalk and the 
actual parking area, the dele¬ 
gation was told. 

When some delegation 
members commented that toe 
school board should go ahead 
and spend a little money — 
"after all, we're the tax- • 
payers" — board members 
felt the group didn't under¬ 
stand the situation. 

“Even if we werelwiliing to 
spend additional money, and 


you were willing to pay it, 
there are such things as 
shared costs, and the depart¬ 
ment simply won’t go for it," 
chairman Jack Whittall ex¬ 
plained. 

A suggestion was made that 
the parking lot be located off 
Tebo Rd instead of on Craig. 

The delegation was told 
future plans called for the 
extension of Tebo Road, 
which would eventually run 
through to Cherry Creek Road 
to become what trustees 
called "a main thoroughfare." 

Also, it was - stated, the 
property cto which the school 
was built mu partly owned 


by the school board and partly 
by the city. 

Joint development of the 
grounds, was planned, pro¬ 
viding a soccer field and a 
track, said trustees. The 
school could not be re-situated 
because of a main water line 
which ran across the pro¬ 
perty. 

“We can’t place the school 
across toe waterline in case it 
ever bad to be repaired or 
dug up," Whittall said. 

And he added: "There is 
limply no money for changes. 
We don’t have a dime." 

A comment from a delega¬ 
tion member that "you won t 


even listen to us," brought a 
strong denial from Whittall. 

"You are being unkind and 
unfair when you say we did 
not even listen to you" he told 
the group. "We have given 
considerable time and though 
to your request. We have put 
toe planner to work on new 
plans for the parking area. 

“There just isn’t 10 cents. 
Last August the government 
put a freeze on referendums. 
It’s not just 8 simple matter 
of saying "we’re taxpayers 
and willing to pay.’ You are . 
only half a dozen or so out of 
tha whole city, we just don't 
have any money.” 


A remark from another 
delegation member, that per¬ 
haps their presentation would 
keep the school board from 
being “so stupid" next time, 
also angered Whittall. 

He called for withdrawal of 
the phrase. He told the group 
that many hours of cure had 
gone into all phases of 
planning tor the school, and 
that they had the advice and 
guidance of a qualified town 
planner. 

"With all due respect, there 
are always some who feel 
they could do the other 
fellow’s job better," Whittall 
said.

Mountain Collapse Feared 


Andes Lake Dams 
Wipe Out Towns 


LIMA (UPI) - A lake high 
in the Andes has bunt its 
dams weakened by the worst 
earthquakes in Peru's history 
Sunday and the waters swept 
away the towns of Yungay 
and Caras, the Peruvian 
government said Tuesday. 

There was no estimate of 
the number of victims from 
the new disaster, but the 
towns had a total population 
of 40,000. Augusta Zimmer¬ 
man, director at the National 
Information Office, said that 
the quake death toll could 
reach 30,000. 

★ * * 

It was the biggest natural 
disaster Peru had suffered. 

"The Uanganuco Lake has 
burst its dams and Yungay 
and Caras have disappeared." 
Zimmerman said. The two 
towns are 18 miles apart 
about 300 air miles northeast 
of Lima. 

Zimmerman said there was 
widespread flooding and “an 
incredible cloud of dust” over 
the disaster area up to an 
altitude of 18,000 feet. He 
warned the floods could trig¬ 
ger more landslides in the 
once beautiful Callejon de 
Huiytas valley.

Robert Andras, federal min¬ 
ister responsible for housing, 
Mid in Ottawa Monday a 
national urban policy was the 
subject of “Intense discus¬ 
sions” among his colleagues 
at the moment, but he 
declined to explain what those 
policies were.

Anderson said a totally new 
approach to the urban crisis 
was necessary If Canada 
wanted to solve the pressing 
problems of pollution, traffic 
congestion and housing short¬ 
age. 

“These new policies may 
well entail huge amounts of 
federal money being pumped 
into cities and municipali¬ 
ties," he said. 

Introduction of rapid transit
